Twenty years ago Dr. Condit decided that 
Epiphyllums should grown more naturally 
and asks: crucify them tying their 
beautiful and graceful branches unattractive 
supports when well-grown plant sufficiently 

Epiphyllums, know, are not parasites 
since they derive food from the trees which 
they grow they merely perch the trees that 
they will nearer the light. Epiphyllums are 
always found the hardwood trees the 
tropics and seldom the palms. They thrive 
best when they are able anchor their roots 
pockets leafmold. 

searching for suitable place grow 
Dr. Condit found that the natural 
pockets the base old palm stalks, with their 
decayed matter and damp, spongy fiber, made 
perfect container. these pockets placed 


well-calloused cuttings (not rooted) which quick- 
took root and became much home 
their tree homes. small amount rich soil 
added the pocket, says, there are seldom 
any replacements. There need fertiliz- 
ing spraying—a thorough once 
week during the summer sufficient. 

plants Epiphyllums all sides the 
palms; all are strong plants, with perhaps fewer 
flowers the north side. They suffer practically 
sunburn and they stand the cold much better 
than the potted ones. fact, seems that 
those grown more naturally with their roots con- 
tinually contact with moisture, stand tempera- 
ture changes better, and case frost, they 
recover more rapidly, was experienced the 
heavy frost few years ago. 

Cities the milder climates, where palms are 
grown, might gain worldwide renown en- 
couraging the growing these plants palms, 
and few years there would display that 
would rival the well-known hedge 
blooming Hawaii.

which have not had their soil changed for 
The pots are placed the west side 
the house partial shade the palms and re- 
main there the year around unprotected from 
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winter rains. They are thoroughly watered once 
week and are kept growing all through warm 
weather. has confidence such plant 
foods Vigoro and other commercial products. 
the spring the plants are given heavy top 
dressing barnyard fertilizer and compost; 
little blood meal added supplement this 
heavy dressing. 

The plants are never sprayed and are clean 
and healthy. Perhaps they not make rapid 
growth might they were forced 


grow more rapidly, but Dr. Condit who still 
claims amateur after years, will not 
tolerate starved plant. There dormant 
period except that normally experienced from 
the colder weather, and the plants are decora- 
tive and colorful the year around even when not 
flower.

Any sulphur remain- 
ing the shells would destroyed the fire be- 
cause the sulphur and several other the elements 
mentioned the article are too volatile remain 
after the fire. Therefore, the writer merely crush- 
ing the eggshells and thus saving all organic matter 
the shell for the use the plants. 

Volume XI, page 77, Frank Mark “Tin Cans vs. 
Clay wanted take exception all this 
extra work tarring the cans the ground that the 
plants should repotted every three four years, 
and tin cans will last that long without tarring. After 
discussion this subject, consensus opinion 
that the cans should tarred because the plants 
not need repotting. the roots become potbound, 
about the maximum growth the plant, more blos- 
soms will result the plant not disturbed.

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Report Cactus and Succulent Exhibit 
Midwest Society 


The Midwest Cactus and Succulent Society staged 
show the Cleveland Garden Center from Febru- 
ary 1940, March The exhibit was originally 
schedule until the 18th, but pinch-hit for the 
remainder the time which was allotted the Am- 
aryllis show. 

Nature was with us, however. had been cold the 
night before the show, but the temperature started 
and only light protection was needed for the plants 
our cars. The plants were divided into four classi- 
fications: 


(a) Desert types white sand with hand colored 
back-drop Carnegiea gigantea, Opuntias and Echino- 
cacti. 

(b) Jungle types leafmold ground-cover. 

(c) Table plants more robust and intricate spine 
type. 

(d) Window plants glass shelves the bay 
windows the center show rooms. 


There were 350 plants from collections mem- 
bers and one commercial man. One the members 
displayed original colored plates crayon which 
helped arouse interest. 2256 persons saw the ex- 
hibit which was 1200 above average during the same 
period other years, according attendance records. 
February alone, 1854 people visited the Center 
1940 compared 594 1939 and 545 1938. 

During the show four plants were lost the 350 
which small percentage for month water, 
degrees heat and poor light. The succulents were 
treated the same with few exceptions, were the 
cacti. Eight plants tried look gay for the visitors. 
Ferocactus uncinatus, Gymnocalycium 
Rebutia minuscula, Mammillaria Echinocereus 
pectinatus, dasyacanthus, Epiphyllum 
Ackermannii, vivipara, and hemis- 
phaerica budded during the 
scheeri bloomed the window plant section.

Several opuntias put out new growth but were etio- 
lated. mammillata and Nyctocereus ser- 
pentinus started grow rapidly under artificial lights. 
leucotricha yellowed the ends the lower 
pads, but the central stock stayed green and since 
aborescent, there was loss there. braziliensis 
feet tall) also acted the same, both these plants 
were entered from private green houses. Greenhouse- 
grown Pereskias grandifolia, sacharosa, and rufida, al- 
though they were full leaf when put the exhibit, 
held their leaves; these plants had watered pre- 
viously just enough keep the foliage from dropping. 
Pereskia aculeata, from another collection where had 
been kept growing rapidly through the use water 
and fertilizer, shed its leaves and grew new ones. The 
mentioned plants seemed stand the 
better than the better fed ones.

She said that she like 
cacti but she would martyr for the sake her 
club. Before she left she decided she would buy 
collection for herself. 


The cactus books the library were more de- 
mand. was felt, both the society and the Garden 
Center, that the exhibit was educational well 
stimulus make the public more cactus and succulent 
conscious. 


The Club held Round Table Discussion Febru- 
ary with Mrs. Henry Mach, Shaker Heights, 
Ohio, leader. Oren Casey Mentor, Ohio, dis- 
cussed Evolution, and Climate, Soil, 
Temperatures, and Light.” John Rodgers Lo- 
rain, discussed Collections, (window, green- 
house, and out-door with winter basement storage), 
Propagation from Seed and Grafting, and Cuttings.”

the three years since the publication the 
second edition the STAPELIEAE, proportion- 
ately more new knowledge this group suc- 
culents has been obtained regarding the East 
African species (Kenya, Tanganyika and Ugan- 
da) than about those any other regicn. The 
number named species has increased nearly 
50%, from 16, through the publication 
four new kinds and the discovery there an- 
other, previously known only from other coun- 
tries. addition there remain described 
several additional new plants, one which, 
bell-shaped Caralluma discovered Green- 
way the staff the East African Agricultural 
Research Station Amani, Tanganyika Terri- 
tory, and described Miss Bruce the 
Kew Herbarium, will appear the next issue 
Icones Plantarum. Altogether 


probable that the number listed the 
STAPLEIEAE may actually have been more than 
doubled within couple years more. 

Besides the identification species, 
great strides have been taken the knowledge 
the older ones and several beautiful sets 
photographs have been made. Noteworthy 
among the latter are those Mr. Greenway.

THE PROPAGATION HAWORTHIAS 


The group liliaceous succulents listed under 
the genus, Haworthia, has been growing inter- 
est among California succulent fanciers, largely 
because specimen plants retain their beauty and 
size almost indefinitely with minimum at-

tention. There are some exceptions among the 
less common species, such Haworthia 
arachnoides and related species, where poor 
drainage excessive soil moisture during the 
dormant period may cause the roots decay. 
But the more kinds occasionally seen 
California very large percentage remain con- 
tented under moderate shade and with good 
drainage and moisture. have mind such 
species fasciata Haw., magaretifera 
Haw. and its variety granata Haw., also 
radula Haw., subfasciata Bak. and tesse- 
lata Haw. its variety tesselata var. parva 
Bak. rule would not suggest that be- 
ginner strive start with truncata Schoenl.

CACTUS CULTURE 


The study cactus its natural habitat reveals 
many enlightening and interesting things. Nature has 
several strict rules which almost invariably adheres 
to. The two most important these are perfect drain- 
age and southeastern southern exposure. 

Cacti general rule grow the slopes and moun- 
tains adjacent the level desert country, although 
certain districts where the soil has perfect drainage, 
they extend into the flat country and really enjoy it. 
They must have perfect drainage and they cannot stand 
sour soil. The most healthy plants are usually found 
growing the level ground where they have perfect 
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drainage the lower portion the slopes and 
mountains where they receive little more moisture 
than they would growing higher up. 

Almost always, cacti are found growing south- 
eastern exposure. They are sometimes found growing 
south southwestern exposure but practically 
never northern slope. This does not mean that 
they necessarily grow the full sun, but that they like 
the warmth the southern hillside. Nearly all the 
smaller growing genera such Mammillaria, Cory- 
phantha, Neolloydia, Escobaria, and many others, are 
usually found growing the shade larger cactus 
under the mesquite some other such protection. 

The soil the desert naturally varies according 
the district comes from, but has several common 
characteristics practically everywhere: First, usu- 
ally rocky gravelly. Second, usually quite rich. 
Third, usually rich lime. The soil itself, out- 
side the rock gravel it, usually found 
clay least fairly heavy soil. For some time 
have been putting “Stanislaus Balanced for 
cactus based these observations. This prepared soil 
also contains ground charcoal and small percentage 
fertilizer which will not injure cactus. 

For those who wish mix their own soil offer 
the following general formula. your soil the 
heavy adobe type, use four parts soil, two parts sand 
and gravel one part peat leaf humus, 
and this mixture add about one gallon crushed 
limestone for each wheelbarrow full. You will help 
this mixture considerably adding about the same 
amount charcoal lime. your soil sandy, use 
six parts soil one part peat humus and add the 
same amount lime and charcoal for the preceed- 
ing mixture. 

This soil mixture will very satisfactory for nearly 
all cactus plants. There are few plants such the 
Epiphyllums which like larger percentage humus 
and more shade and moisture than most cactus. This 
type includes the old fashioned Christmas Cactus and 
all similar plants. 

The question water for cactus quite problem. 
When cacti are first brought from the wild and 
planted your garden they should watered very 
sparingly until they have shown definite signs re- 
rooting their new location. After this, they have 
perfect drainage, they may receive more water during 
their growing season. Plants grown from seed cut- 
tings under nursery conditions may receive more water 
from the first. Watering should stopped few 
weeks before the cold weather sets in, the fall. Near- 
all cacti planted under conditions simulating 
nature nearly possible, will very well out- 
door gardens and some cases will even nicer than 
hothouse-grown plants. 

The practice using large rocks cactus garden 
beneficial, both the warmth they carry through the 
night and the disintegration minerals which the 
cactus take up. Large rocks also give your garden 
pleasing effect. 

When cacti are transplanted, all damaged and broken 
roots should pruned off the plant and the cut dusted 
with sulphur and then allowed callous before being 
planted. When cutting cactus made, make 
clean cut and dust with sulphur and allow 
callous for several days and then plant damp (not 
wet) The main thing get good callous 
the cutting before planting it. Callous the plant 
warm place, but not the full sun.

data have accumulated date cacti blossoms 
this section. 

While grew few cacti from seed about six years 
ago, the greater part collection about hun- 
dred cacti has been purchased the last three years 
seedlings. While more are becoming large enough 
bloom yearly, date blossoms have been 
limited. 

Our location near the geographical center 
state—about three miles. 

Hamatocactus setispinus starts blooming here about 
July 23rd and continues until brought inside, 
usually early October, when numerous remaining 
buds blast. 

Lobivia binghamiana blossomed August 26th and 
had two buds which blasted when brought inside. This 
was the first blossom this plant. 

Escobaria tuberculosa starts blooming July 20th and 
continues periodically until brought in. 

Lophophora williamsii blossomed first week after 
received April 1937. Since that time, buds 
mature about June 15th, and continue until brought in. 

Notocactus ottonis blossomed July 18, 1938-July 
20, 1939. This plant matures all buds within few 
days and done until the flowering year.
